Detroit, July 3 
(AP)—G erm an- 
born Max Stephan sat in a prison 
cell today convicted of the highest 
crim e in the land treason—while 
Federal Judge Arthur J, Tuttle pon­ 
dered the punishment, which could 
be execution, 
.ludfe Tuttle promised sen­ 
tence "very shortly" after a Jury 
yesterday finished one hour and 
23 minutes of deliberation with 
the declaration, "We find the 
defendant guilty as charged." 
Stephan, a naturalised citizen who 
was accused of 12 overt acta of as­ 
sistance to a fleeing G erm an war 
prisoner, met the verdict with the 
same cold expression which he had 
adopted on his first entrance to 
th e 
courtroom 
three 
days 
pre­ 
viously, 
"Black Traitor" 
At Stephan's side was his wife, 
a constant companion during 
the trial. 
She gripped his el­ 
bow. Earlier, wrhen Federal Dis­ 
trict Attorney John C. Lehr had 
called her husband 
a "black 
traitor with a black heart." she 
had wept. 
Governm ent Attorney John W 
Babcock said Stephan was the first 
m an to be convicted of treason in 
the history of the United States. 
The possible penalties confronting 
the 49-year-old cafe operator range 
from five years im prisonm ent or 
110.000 fine. or both, to death on 
Hie lallows. 
Stephan's 
attorney 
said 
there 
would be no appeal "unless the Judge 
selects the death sentence." 
Two Ballots 
H ie Jury took two ballots, with 
one woman voting for acquittal on 
the first one. 
Six women and six 
men comprised the Jury. 
It was Stephan's assistance to 
O berleutnant Hans Peter Krug, an 
escaped prisoner from the Bowman- 
vllle <Ont> prison camp, on April 18 
and 19 that provided grounds for 
his indictm ent and conviction 
Krug himself had been brought 
to court by the government, 
and he freely testified that Ste­ 
phan 
had given him money, 
food, 
clothing, 
entertainment 
and Anally a bus ticket to Chi­ 
cago. 
This w~s conceded 
by defense 
Counsel Verne C. Am Person—"We 
don’t dispute th a t the defendant 
gave these things to Peter Krug," 
he said—but he insisted th a t they 
constituted aid

Judge Tuttle instructed the Jury: 
"lf you And that Max Stephan gave 
ald to Peter Krug as an individual, 
the defendant is not guilty; if th a t 
aid was given to an enemy govern­ 
m ent, through Krug, he is guilty as 
charged."

Moscow, July 3 (A P )— The greatest tank battle of the 
current German offensive, with hundreds of machines engaged 
on both sides, is in progress east of Kursk while 75 and IOO 
miles to the south Nazi shock troops are attem pting to out­ 
flank and separate the Russian central and southern armies, 
Soviet military dispatches reported today. 
The battle on the Kursk front began Wednesday with an 
attack by about 200 German tanks, the dispatches said. 
These were hurled hack, and then the real mass engage­ 
ment began later that day. 
The Germans have suffered tremendous losses, and in the 
thick of battle the Red Army has managed to increase the 
fortifications of its already-strong positions, said Red Star, 
the Army newspaper. 
Few details were given, but the Russians were said to 
have recaptured several villages.

Bombers Are Active 
British bombers and fighters were 
reported to be smashing at Axis land 
forces “in increasing numbers ” 
Enemy concentrations south of El 
Alamein w e r e heavily attacked,

In an attem pt to counter Field 
M arshal Erwin Rommel’s armored 
assaults, the British struck at the 
Axis rear late yesterday afternoon 
by a carefully planned maneuver in 
which a flying column of tanks and 
mobile artillery circled the enemy’s 
right flank. 
The thrust relieved pressure on 
British positions at El Alamein. 
For General Sir Claude Auchin- 
leck, 
the

chief, the issue w'as clearcut—he 
must destroy the enemy completely 
or be destroyed himself and lose 
Egypt. There was no middle ground, 
and he knew well that a single m is­ 
step now m ight spell disaster. 
New Tank Gun 
Auchinleck's chances of victory 
appeared to hinge mainly on his 
ability to deliver a smashing blow to 
Rommel’s arm ored strength with his 
artillery and at the same time 
cripple his extended lines of com­ 
m unication by concentrated air a t­ 
tacks. 
Reports from the front said the 
new six-pound anti-tank guns with 
which the British positions have 
been reinforced already had ren­ 
dered a good account of themselves. 
More of these weapons were being 
rushed into action, along with 25- 
pounders. 
The RAF and the cooperating 
UH. air force, meanwhile, hammered 
ceaselessly at the enemy ground 
forces and appeared to be retaining 
mastery of the skies, although in­ 
creased German fighter opposition 
was encountered yesterday.

July 3 (AP)— Indica­ 
tions th a t large numbers of autom o­ 
bile owners were staying awray from 
the $5 federal use tax stam p win­ 
dow sent top Treasury officials into 
a huddle today over various pro­ 
posed methods of enforcing the levy. 
T he first auto stickers, which have 
been required since Feb. I, expired 
Tuesday night, but scattered reports 
indicate "exceptionally poor" sales 
of the new stam ps covering the fiscal 
year starling July I 
On a pro­ 
portionate basis, the first stickers 
cost $2 09 
Technically, persons who do not 
show the stam ps on their w ind­ 
shields are bable to a fine of $25 
or a Jail term of 30 days. Actually, 
the Treasury' has no adequate funds 
to police the millions of cars. 
A 
few arrests were made because of 
failure to exhibit the first sticker, 
but the Treasury has no reports of 
anyone going to jail for the offense. 
Some Cars Laid Up 
A stab at rigid enforcem ent in 
the east was m ade recently when 
the Treasury got the Office of Price 
Adm inistration to require motorists 
to report serial num bers of their 
tax stam ps before obtaining gasoline 
ration books. 
But this plan is deemed by some 
officials to be inadequate because 
many car owners are apt to invent 
a number. 
The stam ps must be 
glued to Hie windshields and can’t 
readily be brought before the ration­ 
ing boards. 
Besides, there is no 
gasoline rationing in most of the 
country 
Another complication is the fact 
that thousands of cars have been 
laid up for lack of tires, and the 
Treasury doesn’t have any idea of 
how many stam ps ought to be sold. 
The tax applies only to the "use 
of a motor vehicle," and laid-up ears 
are exempt. 
About 29.800,000 stam ps were sold 
in the last fiscal year.
